The Projected National Encampment 
in Fairmount Park, Philadelphia.

Unionists Offended by the Appearance 
ofthe Letters C. S. A.“ and Soldiers 
in Confederate Uniforms in Highly- 
Colored Lithographs—Philadelphia 
Militia Refuse to Participate in the 
Affair.

PHILADELPHIA, June 2,—Everybody who has taken 
any interest in the subject has known that the 
project of a National encampment in Fairmount 


by the National Guardsmen of this city, and the 
local brigade declined to participate. The reason 
given was that a successful camp could not be held 
inso large a city because the grounds would be 
overrun with visitors. The reason was no doubt 
valid in the minds of the local military, but devel- 
opments made within the last day or two prove 
that it was not the only reason. The project to 
have the encampment originated with Lieut.- 
Governor Underwood of Kentucky, and is being 
managed by him, with the assistance of his cousin, 
Col. H. L. Underwood, whose headquarters are at 
the Continental Hotel. Within five days 


Colonel Underwood bas received from a number of 
citizens a written guarantee that the money to 


vid Within a day or two Colonel Underwood 
has posted, in conspicuous places about the city, 
some very handsome lithographs, which has = 
great offense tosome people. A prominent Third 
street banker, who was one of the guarantees. on 
going to his place of business yesterday morning, 
saw one of these lithographs in a Chestnut street 
window, and at once sent word to Colonel Under- 
wood to strike off his name from the guarantee. 
Colonel Underwood immediately called on the 
banker, who,in polite, but emphatic, language, told 
the distinguished Kentuckian that whoever had 
issued the lithographs representing the pro d 
encampment had — mistaxen the sen nt 
of Phiiadeipbia. The lithograph represents 
UNION AND CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS 

drawn up in the same line and saluting a Union and 
Confederate General, who are riding side by side. 
The letters C. S. A. are on the belts of the Con- 
federates. 

Lam glad.“ said the banker to Colonel Under- 
wood, to do my part in welcoming men of the 
South to Philadelphia as members of the National 
Guard of tae United States, but I will have no 
part in welcoming men with the badge of tbe re- 
bellion upon their breasts. They might as well 
come a rebel flag. We hute rebellion 
now just ads much as we hated it twenty years ago. 
We cordially forgive all penitents, but those who 
have not repented we have not forgiven.” 

Colonel Underwood expressed his regret that the 
lithographs had been posted and said that he would 
stop r further issue at one, but the financier 
insisted that his rame should be stricken from tbe 
guarantee. The facts of the interview soon spread 
torough the city and created a good deal of talk.

LOSS OF LIFE AND DAMAGE BY EARTHQUAKES. 

Lonpon, June 2.—Dispatches from Bombay state 
that news has just reached there ofa disastrous 
earthquake in Cashmere, a country of India, The 
seismic shocks began on Sunday, and have contin- 
ued at intervals of ten minutes ever since. The 
shocks were very severe at Serinigur, the capital-of 
Cashmere. The barracks,in which several hun- 
dred soldiers were quartered, were completely de- 
stroyed, collapsing so suddenly that nearly halt 
the men wére imprisoned in the debris. Fifty are 
known to have been killed, while fully 100 were 
more or less injured. A portion of the city has 
been demolished, while very few of the remaining 
buildings escaped injury, many having large rents 
made in them. The people became panic stricken 
shortly after the disturbances began and fled from 
the city, taking refuge in boats, and in tents in the 
open field. The total number of killed and wound- 
ed is not known, nor the full extent of the damage 
done, owing to the interruption of the working of 
the telegraph wires. It is feared that the loss of 
life will be heavy. as the latest information from 
there calls for help, saying that hundreds of ani- 
mals have been killed, and the distress among the 


people is very great. 
ENORMOUS DAMAGE, 


The terrified people are now camped in the fields 
that surround the town. Serinnigur is the center 
of the vale of Cashmere, and the whole territory 
experienced the terrible earthquake shocks. The 
damage caused throughout the vale is enormous. 
The loss in cattle alone is very great. Tne af- 
frighted people seem to be utterly helpless, and 
succor is being sent them as rapidly as the Indian 
euthor:t.es can afford relief. Many of the houses on 
account of the large rents in the walls, must be 
razed to the ground. The shocks have not yet 
ceased, and this fact greatly retards the work of 
rescuing the people pinned down in the debris, and 
it is feared that many of them must perish before 
they can be reached by the relief parties, 


Austria. 
ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS. 

Vimwna, June 2.—Serious anti-Jewish riots have 
again broken out. They were renewed yesterday 
with increased violence. The inciting cause at the 
present time is the excitement of the people, grow- 
ing out of the recent agitation. The Camelite plats 
was filled with a howling mob and free fights were 
frequent. The shops of the Jews were raided and 
rulned and their owners violently assaulted. Not 
less than forty persons were severely wounded. 
The police made many arrests, still they were pow- 
erless tg repress the rioters and were obliged to call 
for the aid of the military. Other riots of like vio- 
lence and destructiveness have taken place in the 
Wieden Nuban districts. In these districts the en- 
tire police forbe ison duty patrolling the streets 
and preventing the gathering of crowds. The Ger- 
man Liberal party bad three of its candidates de- 
feated in Vienna, which isa loss of three seats in 
that one city alone. In Leopoldstadt Herr Schnieder.

But the answer to 
this question is that the money does not come 
out of their pockets at all, but out 
of the pockets of the general public. By

The sub- 
sidy they pay itis only a sort of pooling ar- 
rangement to keep up transcontinental rates, 

and by thus declaring good dividends on its 
stock, they manage at once to obtain control of 
a large amount of other people’s capital, and 
to swell, for their own private profit, the run- 

ning expenses of the Pacific roads out of whose 
net earnings the stockholding lambs and the 
Government are to be swindled. 

This arrangement is notoriously maintained 
in violation of all the principles of law and 
public policy which courts and legislative 
bodies have immemorially applied to the 
regulation of the common carrier business,

R. M. REYNOLDS. 


The death of R. M. Reynolds, late First Auditor of 
the United States Treasury, at the Southern jHotel 
this morning, was ohe of the most distressing trag- 
edies yet put upon the record among hotel hor- 
rors, The unfortunate gentleman, an old man of 
sixty, and a heavy maa, weighing fully 200 pounds, 
cast himself from the railing of the third story 
of the hotel tothe marble floor of the rotunda be 
neath him. His dive to death endedin a crash 
which some of the witnesses described as like a 
pistol shot. He fell all in a bunch,“ as the porter 
described it, his legs doubling up under bith, and 
breaking in several places, and his head striking 
with great force upon the marble. The body shud- 
dered for a moment or two as t lay, and several peo- 
ple rushed to the place where he had fallen. He 
was picked up, and his legs straightened out “so 
that he might die decently,” as the porter phrased. 
He groaned, took one long breath, and passed 
away. Not twenty seconds before he fell Congress- 
man John M. Glover had walked across the very 
spot under the shaft where the dead man dropped. 
He had not passed the place far enough to reach 
the clerk's desk when the crash behind him eccur- 
red. It was a hair-breadth escape for Mr. Glover. 
uiry so far only thickens the mystery of the 
deatu. General Hunter of the United Staves army 
talked fora long time with Mr. Reynolds last 
night, and in s ing to a Post-Disraron re- 
porter this morning, he said: He seemed to be in 
good spirits, and talked rationally and well. If I 
had been asked to point out the last man in this 
house who would have committed suicide, I would 
have him, Why, he was in excellent 
spirits.” 

Senator Vest said: “I knew very little about Mr. 
Reynolds; he was one of the auditors of the Treas- 
ury and was removed, I believe, about three weeks 
ago. I know nothing about the death, beyond what 
Isaw and heard this morning.“ It the 
with nearly all of the other witnesses, no 
could give a reason why Mr. Reynolds should have 
committed suicide, nor could any one explain on 
tue other hand how it was possibie for any man to 
have fallen accidentally over the high railing 
which protects the open space the 
tunda.

Wasutnoron, D. C., June 2.—State Senator Welch 
of Ohio, who was here last week, says that the 
campaign in that State, which will soon be under 
way, will be a vigorous one.

THE WAGE-WORKERS. 


News From the Shops in a Number 
of States. 


Matters of Interest to Employers and 
Employed—Lock-Onts—Labor Move- 
ments—The Industrial Situation 
Generally. 


Inthe lockout in the Western: iron mills which 
began yesterday the workmen claim to have the 
elements of success with them. Of course the lock- 
out will stimulate the adoption of the Clapp-Griffiths 
steel-making process, which dispenses with pud- 
ders and puddling furnaces, and gives, by a direct 
asdeconomic process, steel at about 1 cent per 
pound. A good many employers are now negotiat- 

ingforthe establishment of new plants, and by 
next year tLey willbe in a much better position 
than now to inaugurate a lockout. The workmen 
have the best of the argument in saying that a re 
duction of wages would only be followed by a cor- 
responding drop in prices, brirging employers no 
more business or profits and labor no more work. 
The employers, besides, want to stop operations for 
swhile, and so do the workmen, Labor bureaus 
have been established in fourteen States and in the 
District of Columbia. 

Co-operation will not progress rapidly because of 
the human nature within us which refuges to sur- 
render forthe benefit of others any exceptional 
ability, orenergy or enterprise an individual may 
possess. The feeling is: “I will profit out of what- 
ever ability, or energy or knowledge I have above 
the average around me. I will not agree to level 
myself to those about me and give them part of 
force because they have not quite as much as 
have.” This feeling is the secret which obstructs 
co-operative movement. Oo-operation can prosper 
— among those who possess equal advantages
